The proposal to expand the study 
of a proposed Richmond-San Rafael 
bridge across San Francisco Bay is 
going to have to wait its legislative 
turn, the Associated Press reported 
from Sacramento today 
Assemblyman Richard H. McCcl- 
lister was pushing a hill to provide 
funds for studying the possibility of 
railroad-traffic on the bridge and 
for consolidating it into the Reber 
plan for turning the two ends of the 
bay Into freshwater lakes 
He wanted action on the bill be- 
fore the legislature takes its pre­ 
scribed February recess. But Gov­ 
ernor W arren, whose approval was 
necessary, said no yesterday. Any­ 
way, McCoUister was told, the state 
department of public works is op­ 
posed to the pew study matters. 
The governor said he understood 
the matter Is controversial. 


“I don’t know the merits of it and 
I have seen no study of the matter," 
he said, in response to a newsman’s 
query. “Until I do know, I am in 
no position to urge the legislature to 
pass the bill as an urgency meas­ 
ure."

Allies Drive Into Suwon, 
Withdraw Onto Defense 


TOKYO, Wednesday (JP)—An Al­ 
lied combat team led by tanks drove 
Into the Communist-held town of 
Suwon, 17 air miles south of Seoul 
Tuesday, then withdrew after dark 
to defensive positions. 
It was the fourth and largest 
objective packed by the Eighth 
Army’s reconnaissance in force in 
the western sector of the Korean 
front. 
A spokesman in the field explain­ 
ed th at it is the usual practice on 
reconnaissance 
missions of 
this 
type to probe enemy positions, de­ 
termine their strength, gather as 
much information as possible and 
then withdraw. 
An AP field dispatch said three 
separate light plane observers first 
confirmed the Allied entrance into 
Suwon. 
The drive 
into the 
old 
walled town began a t 2 p. m. Tues­ 
day. 
The Allied force routed about 100 
Red troops in Suwon. The bulk of 
the Communist garrison had fled 
Monday under fierce Allied bomb­ 
ing and strafing attacks. Hundreds 
of Reds were machine-gunned on 
the road running north to Seoul. 
The Allied western drive began 
Monday south of Osan. 
On the central front, Allied forces 
pulled out of the Wonju wedge 
where for 16 days they had held off 
massed Red Korean attacks. 
Near the east coast. Allied troops 
dispersed a force of 200 Reds 20 
miles northwest of 8amchok Mon­ 
day. 
The Eighth Army was ranged on 
a fairly straight line across the 
peninsula. Its strategy appeared to 
be keyed to a hard-hitting 
with­ 
drawal, pulling back only when Red 
preaur* gets too heavy, 


The U. S. Eighth Army announ­ 
ced the central front pullback to 
the defensive line set up after the 
retreat 
from 
Seoul. 
American, 
French and 
Dutch 
troops rode 
southward 
through breath-taking 
nkmntain passes, along sheer cliffs 
and around hairpin turns. 


Artillery barrages and punishing 
air strikes covered the withdrawal. 
Villages flamed.

The communique 
only: 


"This redeployment will usher in 
a new phase” of the Sobaek moun­ 
tains battle. •‘The United Nations

Censors now prohibit mention of

Bar Committee Studies 3 Plans 
For Reorganizing Marin Courts 


Three main plans for lower court 
reorganization in Marin county are 
under consideration by a commit­ 
tee of the County Bar Association. 
The court reorganization commit­ 
tee, headed by attorney Thomas C. 
Nelson, met last night with two 
staff members of the state judicial 
council to discuss changes made 
possible by passage of Proposition 3 
last November. The three propo­ 
sals are: 
1—That the entire county be dis­ 
tricted by the board of supervisors 
into one municipal court district. 
The legislature would then be call­ 
ed upon to set up the proper num­ 
ber of judges to handle the district. 
2—That 
Tómales 
and Novato 
townships be eliminated from the 
municipal district, leaving just San 
Rafael and Sausalito townships in 
the district. The legislature would 
still determine the number of judges 
to serve, Tómales and Novato, now 
Class B justice courts, would re­ 
main as justice courts, but their 
range of authority in civil cases 
to 


must have a population of 40,000 to 
set up a municipal court. San Ra­ 
fael township has this population 
but none of the other three does. 
The third alternative would mean 
Sausalito township would have a 
court with less authority than the 
present Class A justice court. Un­ 
der the third plan, the court would 
be limited to $500 maximum in civil 
cases.

McCollister Bill For Study Of Rails On 
Richmond-S. R. Span 'Must Wait Its Turn' 


The proposal to expand the study 
of a proposed Rlchmond-San Rafael 
bridge across San Francisco Bay is 
going to have to wait its legislative 
turn, the Associated Press reported 
from Sacramento today. 
Assemblyman Richard H. McCol­ 
lister was pushing a bill to provide 
funds for studying the possibility of 
railroad-traffic on the bridge and 
for consolidating it into the Reber 
plan for turning the two ends of the 
bay into freshwater lakes. 
He wanted action on the bill be­ 
fore the legislature takes its pre­ 
scribed February recess. But Gov­ 
ernor Warren, whose approval was 
necessary, said no yesterday. Any­ 
way, McCollister was told, the state 
department of public works is op­ 
posed to the new study matters. 
The governor said he understood 
the matter is controversial. 


"I don’t know the merits of it and 
I have seen no study of the matter,” 
he said, in response to a newsman’s 
query. "Until I do know, I am in 
no position to urge the legislature to 
pass the bill as an urgency meas­ 
ure.” 
He added that didn’t keep the leg­ 
islature from p u t t i n g the bill 
through to the ordinary course of 
business—when the lawmakers re­ 
turn to their desks to March. No 
money bill may be taken up ahead 
of the state budget without the gov­ 
ernor’s consent. 
Senator Jack McCarthy of San 
Rafael yesterday introduced a sim­ 
ilar bill to the upper house.

Appropriate $12,000,000 from the 
state highway fund to build a divid­ 
ed six lane highway between the 
north end of the Golden Gate 
bridge and a point near Waldo to I

Allies Drive Into Suwon, 
Withdraw Onto Defense 


TOKYO, Wednesday OP)—An Al­ 
lied combat team led by tanks drove 
into the Communist-held town of 
Suwon, 17 air miles south of Seoul 
Tuesday, then withdrew after dark 
to defensive positions. 
It was the fourth and largest 
objective packed by the Eighth 
Army’s reconnaissance to force in 
the western sector of the Korean 
front. 
A spokesman in the field explain­ 
ed that it is the usual practice on 
reconnaissance 
missions of 
this 
type to probe enemy positions, de­ 
termine their strength, gather as 
much information as possible and 
then withdraw. 
An AP field dispatch said three 
separate light plane observers first 
confirmed the Allied entrance into 
Suwon. The drive into the old 
walled town began at 2 p. m. Tues­ 
day. 
p ie Allied force routed about 100 
Red troops to Suwon. The bulk of 
the Communist garrison had fled 
Monday under fierce Allied bomb­ 
ing and strafing attacks. Hundreds 
of Reds were machine-gunned on 
the road running north to' Seoul. 
The Allied western drive began 
Monday south of Osan. 
On the central front, Allied forces 
pulled' out of the Wonju wedge 
where for 16 days they had held off 
massed Red Korean attacks. 
Near the east coast, Allied troops 
dispensed a force of 200 Reds 20 
miles northwest of Samchok Mon­ 
day. 
The Eighth Army was ranged on 
a fairly straight line across the 
peninsula. Its strategy appeared to 
be keyed to a hard-hitting with­ 
drawal, pulling back only when Red 
lets too heavy. 


The U. S. Eighth Army announ 
ced the central front pullback to 
the defensive line set up after the 
retreat 
from 
Seoul. 
American 
French and Dutch troops rode 
southward through breath-taking 
nlouiitato pass»*, along sheer cliffs 
and around hairpin turns. 
Artillery barrages and punishing 
air strikes covered the withdrawal 
Villages named. 
Censorship prevented locating the 
new line. 
The communique said 
only: 
"This redeployment will usher to 
a new phase” of the Sobaek moun­ 
tains battle. "The United Nations 
line has been straightened and 
shortened.” 
Censors now prohibit mention of 
any units smaller than the whole 
U. S. Eighth Army and Fifth Air 
Force. This was another day-to- 
day change which the censors say 
results from changing military con­ 
ditions.

SACRAMENTO (#>—An Assem- 
bly-Senate wrangle over wh&t to do 
about Oeorge H. McLain's latest 
pension proposal—and when—left a 
multi-million dollar question dan­ 
gling before the legislature today.

He wants an escalator 
clause providing cost-of-living in­ 
creases; to provide medical, dental 
and burial benefits; and to repeal 
provisions saying responsible sons 
and daughters have to help out 
their needy parents. 
The action of assemblymen and 
senators named to study the plan— 
in the form of a legislative initia­ 
tive—Indicated the two houses may 
have difficulty in getting together 
on tip measure. 
Senator Fred Weytaret (R-Salin- 
as) called a joint hearing last night. 
It quickly broke up amid angry 
words. He stalked out of an organi­ 
zational meeting in protest against 
a majority decision to delay the two- 
house hearing. 
The 8enate half of the commit­ 


tee, headed by the obviously aroused 
Weybret, proceeded to conduct its 
own session, and it plans another 
one tonight, with McLain due to 
tell his story. 
The Assembly committee is heavi­ 
ly pro-McLain; its Senate counter­ 
part just the opposite. 
Weybret 
and McLain have clashed bitterly 
1l the past, and Weybret’e group has 
urged legislation to regulate organi­ 
sations such as McLain’s. 
The joint committee, with five 
assembly members and four sena­ 
tors present, elected Assemblywo­ 
man Kathryn T. Niehouee (R-San 
Diego) as the chairman.

Do those sounds reach your ears 
too? If you’ve more than one small 
child at home I’ll bet a million they 
do. These small kids’ fights are one 
of the unsolved problems plaguing 
all parents. 
Childless “child experts” have a 
raft of glib suggestions about how 
to eliminate the combat. They make 
it sound quite simple. That’s just 
one of the things I have against 
childless “child experts.” 
Those quarrels are not simple. 
They stem from a basic rivalry as 
deep-seated as your instinct for 
survival. The incidents can be re­ 
duced to a minimum. You can 
guard against injury. But your kids 
will still forget themselves, fre­ 
quently. 
A few suggestions about 
kids’ fighting: 
1. You’ll reduce quarrels if you 
spend some time each day alone 
with each child. Time when the one 
tuu your undivided love and atten­ 
tion. 


2. Do your level best to be fair. 
Don’t let yourself play favorites. 
3. Break up the fights. Don’t let 
them fight it out unless there is 
some very special reason for doing 
so. 
3. Aim for consistency in the way 
you treat the children. Consistency 
is a rare jewel of great value in 
child-raising.

Some time has passed since a House sub­ 
committee revealed the case of the fifty-cent 
magazine which cost the government $15.59. 
Nevertheless it is still quite appropriate to recall 
attention to it, because this is the kind of petty 
extravagance which the worried taxpayer is 
likely to snort about and then forget, because 
$13.59 seems so trifling a sum in a federal budget 
of billions. 
This $15.59 item is not trifling. 
It is the 
specific answer to some persistent general ques­ 
tions: Why does government cost so much? 
What do more than two million government 
employees do? Where can we look for needless 
and wasteful items which can be eliminated? 
What is the meaning of red tape? 
Here is the answer. Red tape is $12.89 worth 
of paper work to buy something costing 50 cents. 
This is what we can get along without. This 
is what we can get rid of to liduce the cost of 
government and at the same time make it pos­ 
sible for the government to provide more useful 
services for the people. 
Records are necessary. They cost something, 
but the cost need not be in that proportion. 
This incident happened in the Department of 
the Interior. 
It could have happened in any 
government office. We hope this story haunts 
that department and every other department, 
and haunts Congress, until something more is 
done about it.

The Biggest Building Boom 


The lusty home building industry seems fated 
to be one of the first casualties of war prepared­ 
ness. And perhaps that is as it should be, for a 
country girding for defense can’t be too con­ 
cerned with the peacetime dream of gracious 
living. 
But for the record, it should be note' that the 
year 1950 surpassed all previous years in new 
home construction. Before the federal govern­ 
ment’s Regulation **X”, requiring near-prohibi­ 
tive down-payments, became effective, an esti­ 
mated 1,575,000 new dwelling units were started. 
Total expenditures for residential building dur­ 
ing the year are estimated at a mammoth twelve 
billion, three hundred million dollars. 
That unprecedented boom, incidentally, was 
a private affair. In spite of ambitious plans for 
government-owned rental barracks, it was private 
industry, in the best American tradition, that 
made such a tremendous contribution to the 
country's housing needs. And although the new 
houses ranged from small tract homes to large 
custom-built showplaces, every new house built 
made an older house available and eased the 
overall housing shortage for every family, regard­ 
less of income. 
During the difficult period we are now em­ 
barked on, there will doubtless be urgent need 
for temporary housing in communities where 
defense plants spring into operation, and gov­ 
ernment agencies will doubtless fill those needs. 
It should not be forgotten, however, when it is 
possible once again to build permanently on a 
large scale, thai private industry has proved its 
capacity to do a superior job.—California Feature 
Service.

It was a kind of masculine Eden. 

The 
men folk just loafed around home 
all day, batting the children* 
around If they got out of line.

A man didnt even have to worry 
about política. The women ran 
the government, too, as well as 
the deep sea diving. And they 
did the plowing and the hoeing 
on the small stony farms. Ufe 
was rugged, but as long as his 
wife's health lasted the husbands 
didnt have much to fret about 
War has changed this male para­ 
dise. once a popular port oi call 
for tourists who liked to take 
snapshots of deep-chested lady 
divert grappling in the briny deep 
for iodine-rich seaweed and aba- 
lone. 
It has become *a refugee sanc­ 
tuary for all Korea, and a pros­ 
pectiva Gibraltar or second For­ 
mosa of the Pacific.

Upsetting Childhood 
Habit O f Bed-Wetting 
Gives Parents Concern 


Pershaps of all the bed habits of 
childhood, bed-wetting or enuresis, 
gives the parents the most concern. 
Since it usually has its source in 
some deep-seated tension or mal­ 
adjustment, it is difficult to deal 
with. Many forms of treatment 
have been tried, but none is uni­ 
versally successful. One thing is 
certain, scolding and punishment 
accomplish nothing and may even 
make the condition worse. Drugs 
are not very helpful in the average 
case. The cutting down oi fluids, 
particularly during the evening, 
may be of slight value. ’Hie offer­ 
ing of rewards does not help, but 
it is essential that the child have 
encouragement and understand­ 
ing. % 


AWAKENS CHILD 
Recently, a method of .treating 
this condition with a wire pad 
and bell that awakens the child 
when he starts to empty the blad­ 
der has been found helpful. The 
device consists of a rubber sheet 
connected with a push-button re­ 
lease, which is placed on the bed 
under the ordinary sheet. As soon 
as the urine wets the bed, it 
causes the bell to ring, and the 
ringing continues until the child, 
according to instruction previously 
given to him, get up and presses 
the button. The child then goes 
to the toilet. 


In carrying out the treatment, 
it is best to have two pads. When 
the child first awakens, and the 
«wet pad is removed from the bed, 
the dry one is put on in case a 
second wetting occurs. After the 
child has overcome the habit for 
about three weeks, the apparatus 
is removed and, in most instances, 
the condition will have been cured. 


IN EVERY CASE 
Of course, in every case of bed­ 
wetting, the child should be ex­ 
amined carefully by a physician 
to make sure that there is no dis­ 
eased condition present which is 
contributing to this disorder. 
Parents should remember that 
in many Instances the habit of 
bed-wetting is started by im­ 
proper training. It is normal for 
the child to wet the bed until he 
is two or three years of age. Ef­ 
forts to prevent bed-wetting be­ 
fore this time may lead to a con­ 
tinuation of the bed-wetting un­ 
til the youngster is five or six 
years old.

Some time has passed since a House 
committee revealed the case of the fifty-cent 
magazine which cost the government $13.59. 
Nevertheless it is still quite appropriate to recall 
attention to it, because this is the kind of petty 
extravagance which the worried taxpayer is 
likely to snort about and then forget, because 
$15.39 seems so trifling a sum in a federal budget 
of billions. 
This $13.39 item is not trifling. 
It is the

and wasteful items which can be eliminated? 
What is the meaning of red tape? 
Here is the answer. Red tape is $12.89 worth 
of paper work to buy something costing 50 cents. 

This 
is what we can get rid of to reduce the cost of 
government and at the same time make it pos­ 
sible for the government to provide more useful 
services for the people. 
Records are necessary. They cost something, 
but the cost need not be in that proportion. 
This incident happened in the Department of 
the Interior.

'The Biggest Building Boom 


The lusty home building industry seems fated 
to be one of the first casualties of war prepared­ 
ness. And perhaps that is as it should be, for a 
country girding for defense can’t be too con­ 
cerned with the peacetime dream of gracious 
living. 
But for the record, it should be note*’ that the 
year 1950 surpassed all previous years in new 
home construction. Before the federal govern­ 
ment's Regulation "X", requiring near-prohibi­ 
tive down-payments, became effective, an esti­ 
mated 1,375,000 new dwelling units were started. 
Total expenditures for residential building dur­ 
ing the year are estimated at a mammoth twelve 
billion, three hundred million dollars. 
That unprecedented boom, incidentally, was 
a private affair. In spite of ambitious plans for 
government-owned rental barracks, it was private 
industry, in the best American tradition, that 
made such a tremendous contribution to the 
country's housing needs. And although the new 
houses ranged from small tract homes to large 
custom-built showplaces, every new house built 
made an older house available and eased the 
overall housing shortage for every family, regard­ 
less of income. 
During the difficult period we are now em­ 
barked on, there will doubtless be urgent need 
for temporary housing in communities where 
defense plants spring into operation,' and gov­ 
ernment agencies will doubtless fill those needs. 
It should not be forgotten, however, when it is 
possible once again to build permanently on a 
large scale, that private industry has proved Its 
capacity to do a superior job.-Ca/i/orma Feature 
Service.

CHEJU, KOREA (JP)—This island 
off South Korea used to be the 
best place in the world to be a 
man. 
t 
It was a kind of masculine Eden, 
Women did all the hard work. The 
men folk just loafed around home 
’ all day, batting the children' 
around if they got out of line' And 
at night the wives brought home 
the bacon. 
A man didn't even hava to worry 
about politics. The women ran 
the government, too, as well as 
the deep sea diving. And they 
did the plowing and the hoeing 
on the small stony farms.

It is about 18 
miles long and 12 miles wide— 
roughly one-seventh the size of 
Formosa.

But enough men have always 
stayed to keep Cheju’s rocky acres 
overcrowded with a population of 
about 200,000. They export products 
from the sea, but have to import 
rice from the mainland.

You can stroll along a dusty 
road five miles out of town and 
meet only a country gentleman 
Ifzily escorting a shaggy-coated 
black pig to market. Or you may 
have to run from a band of guer­ 
rillas slipping down from the hills 
to bum and loot the valley villages 
and to pick up a stray wile or two.

The last major guerrillas up­ 
rising, In the spring of 1948, was 
a particularly bloody affair.

Face Detection 


By New Tests 


Things are getting tougher 
for 
violators of 
California’s 
wildlife 
conservation laws. 
Division of Fish and Game lab­ 
oratory has just announced the suc­ 
cessful development of tests which 
positively identify animal 
matter, 
including dried meat and blood. No 
longer need wardens be harried by 
the suspected violator who claims 
that the meat in his freezer is veal, 
not venison. 
By means of a complex 
rabbit 
inoculation, sérum separation, dry­ 
ing and dilution formula, the wild­ 
life law detectives arrived at their 
new process. 
Because this work is done on the 
University of California 
campus, 
fish and game wardens from 
all 
parts of the state can send their 
samples to this central location and 
obtain a speedy "guilty** or 
"not 
guilty" answer. 
The test has proved successful 
many times, the most recent identi­ 
fication being made from scrapings 
of dried deer blood found in the 
bottom of a metal wash tub.

Rules Committee To 'Go Slow' 
On Changes Because Of War 


Orange Bowl May 


Present Pro Teams 


DALLA8, Tex. (AV-Three of the 
nation’s four major football bowls 
plan "business as usual" New Year’s 
Day. But new NCAA rules govern­ 
ing the post-season 
classic 
may 
force a change in the Orange Bowl. 
Representatives of the Rose, Cot­ 
ton, and Sugar said their 
games 
would not be greatly affected. 
But an Orange Bowl committee 
member said his group was thinking 
of switching from college to pro­ 
fessional teams. 
The new regulations were adopted 
here last week at the annual con­ 
vention of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association. They provide, 
in the main, ihat participating 
teams share 75 per cent of the 
gross receipts and that the NCAA 
be represented in the management 
of the bowls. 
The Rose Bowl, is under supervis­ 
ion of the Pacific Coast Conference.

Orange Bowls 
have no conference tie-ups. 
Arthur Ungar, an Orange Bowl

That, 
he said, would leave just five per 
cent for operating expenses.

"We should keep changes to a 
minimum but should not 
impede 
progress. We don’t want boys who 
go into service to be confronted with 
unnecessary changes 
when 
they 
come back." 


There will be no rules changed 
until tomorrow, 
when a vote is 
taken on matters that have been 
discussed here in the past three 
days.% 
Yesterday the committee 
con­ 
sidered three possible changes in 
regard to starting the clock after a 
time out. 


1—Start it, for the most feart, 
when the referee spots the ball and 
declares it ready for play. 


2—Generally start the clock when 
the ball is snapped. 


3—Leave the rule substantially as 
it is, where the “ready” signal is 
used in some specified cases and 
the snap in others, but try to iron 
out some present flaws. 


There was no discussion of the 
return of the fair catch rule. But 
this is one of the topics thought due 
to cone up during the meeting. 


Crisler said the main idea of the 
“clock" discussion was to achieve 
uniformity, 
to 
avoid 
confusion 
among fans and officials, without 
creating any inequities in play. 
. . Another change discussed 
was 
easing the rule which forbids guards, 
centers and tackles to shift tem­ 
porarily into the backfield unless 
they are five yards behind the line 
of scrimmage when the hall is snap­ 
ped. The advantage would be to 
make more men eligible to receive 
forward passes. 
The question of confusing officials 
because of liberal substitution was 
raised by some. 
Another suggestion was reducing 
the penalty for illegal shift from 
15 to five yards, in hopes of achiev­ 
ing stricter enforcement. 
It was 
pointed out that the type of shift 
against which the mandatory one- 
second halt was directe^, no longer 
is common.

Face Detection 


By New Tests 


Things are getting tougher for 
violators of 
California’s 
wildlife 
conservation laws. 
Division of Fish and Game lab­ 
oratory has just announced the suc­ 
cessful development of tests which 
positively identify animal 
matter, 
including dried meat and blood. No 
onger need wardens be harried by 
the suspected violator who claims 
that the meat in his freezer is veal, 
not venison. 
By means of a complex rabbit 
noculation, sérum separation, dry- 
ng and dilution formula, the wild­ 
life law detectives arrived at their 
new process. 
Because this work is done on the 
University of California 
campus, 
fish and game wardens from all 
parts of the state can send their 
samples to this central location and 
obtain a speedy "guilty” or 
"not 
guilty” answer. 
The test has proved successful 
many times, the most recent identi­ 
fication being made from scrapings 
of dried deer blood found in the 
bottom of a metal wash tub.

Legislature Considers Nearly 
400 Bills Affecting Sportsmen 


Last Sunday a group of sportsmen 
interested in legislative matters met 
in Sacramento in an aE day ses­ 
sion at the Sacramento Hotel. 
Again the sportsmen win be con­ 
fronted with a great many Mils in 
the legislature, some good and some 
very detrimental. It was revealed 
that nearly 400 fish and game bills 
would be presented. 
Now that doesn't mean much to 
the average sportsman, but to the 
legislative committees of the sports­ 
men’s dubs it means hours of work. 
One of the most important bills 
will be the proposed change in com­ 
mercial fishing. It will keep the nets 
beloq Rio Vista bridge and Antioch 
in the Sacramento River. Another 
bill proposes to lengthen the week­ 
end for sportafishing forcing the 
commercial men to stop fishing on 
Friday night until Monday morning. 
Another compromise would put the 
nets in the river 10 days and out 
10 days which would allow the fish 
to migrate up the river. This would 
be confusing to all fishermen. 
The Abalone bill would stop com­ 
mercial fishing of Abalone. This bill 
is sponsored by coast sportsmen. 
Then again there’s the regulatory 
power bilL Last session It won by 1 
vote. 
A bill is presented to stop planes, 
cars and motor boats from entering 
primitive areas in order to stop the 
wholesale taking of fish and game. 
The separation of the Division of 
Fish and Game and the Department 
of Natural Resources is proposed. It 
is said this will cost only about 


3800 yearly for separate mainten­ 
ance. 
Revision of the operation of the 
department of Fish and Game. Boom 
want a director to head the depart­ 
ment appointed by the governor. 
Ot he r s want the commissioners 
elected but the most surprising situ­ 
ation of all is the assembly interim 
committee on Fish and Game. Only 
two members from Northern Cali­ 
fornia, 10 from Southern California 
—it doesn’t make sense. Most of the 
fishing and hunting in the north 
and the south has control. Politics 
and, plenty—we could say plenty. 
Possibility of fishing and hunting 
licenses raising. Everything in Fish 
and Game up 100 percent except 
income from licenses. Every project 
started has needed more money to 
complete job. Spor t smen have 
planned to use the 9,000,000 for fish­ 
ing and hunting, but unless more is 
received from the horse racing fund, 
half of the above will be lost as 
projects cannot be completed. Too 
much red tape in state government. 
Reported salmon run shorter each 
year. Federal hatchery on Sacra­ 
mento has capacity of 50 
eggs per year has produced 28 mil­ 
lion fry one year and 5 million 
another — not performing as It 
should. 
Salmon and striped bass should 
be screened from the Mendota 
Canal to prevent destruction of fish.

Last Sunday a group of sportsmen 
interested in legislative matters met 
in Sacramento In an all day 
sion at the Sacramento Hotel. 
Again the sportsmen f ill be con­ 
fronted with a great many bills in 
the legislature, some good and some 
very detrimental. It was revealed 
that nearly 400 fish and game bills 
would be presented. 
Now that doesn’t mean much to 
the average sportsman, but to the 
legislative committees of the sports­ 
men's clubs it means hours of work. 
One of the most important bills 
will be the proposed change In com 
mercial fishing. It win keep the nets 
below Rio Vista bridge and Antioch 
in the Sacramento River. Another 
bill proposes to lengthen the week­ 
end for sportsfishing forcing the 
commercial men to stop fishing on 
Friday night until Monday morning. 
Another compromise would put the 
nets in the river 10 days and out 
10 days which would allow the fish 
to migrate up the river. This would 
be confusing to all fishermen. 
The Abalone bill would stop com­ 
mercial fishing of AbAIone. This bill 
is sponsored by coast sportsmen. 
Then again there’s the regulatory 
power bill. Last session It won by 1 
vote. 
A bill is presented to stop planes, 
cars and motor boats from entering 
primitive areas in order to stop the 
wholesale taking of fish and game. 
The separation of the Division of 
Fish and Game and the Department 
of Natural Resources is proposed. It 
is said this will cost only about 


3800 yearly for separate mainten- 


Revision of the operation of the 
department of Fish and Game. Some 
want a director to head the depart­ 
ment appointed by the governor. 
O t h e r s want the commissioners 
elected but the most surprising situ­ 
ation of all la the assembly Interim 
committee on Fish and Game. Only 
two members from Northern Cali­ 
fornia, 10 from Southern California 
it doesn't make sense. Most of the 
fishing and hunting in the north 
and the south has control. Polities 
and, plenty—we could say plenty. 
Possibility of fishing and hunting 
licenses raising. Everything in Pish 
and Game up 100 percent except 
income from licenses. Every project 
started has needed more money to 
complete Job. S p o r t s m e n have 
planned to use the 9,000,000 for fish­ 
ing and hunting, but unless more is 
received from the horse racing fund 
half of the above will be lost as 
projects cannot be completed. Too 
much red tape in state government 
Reported salmon run shorter each 
year. Federal hatchery on Sacra­ 
mento has capacity of 50 million 
eggs per year has produced 28 mil­ 
lion fry one year and 5 million 
another — not performing as it 
should. 
Salmon and striped bass should 
be screened from the Mendota 
Canal to prevent destruction of fish. 
Overflow bypass from Mendota 
Canal kills millions of blue gill and 
bass each year and state fish rescue 


squad will take care of some ef thie 
loss.

The complete list 
of bills have not been received but 
when they are, every effort will be 
made to discuss the problems that 
confront the sportsmen. 
The Marin Rod and Gun Club is 
doing its psrt by paying its share 
with other organized clubs in order 
that we are able to have a full time 
legislative representative at Sacra­ 
mento to protect our interests.

Sausalito Citizen’s 
Council de­ 
manded yesterday that the Marin 
board of supervisors ask for the 
resignation of Matt Graham from 
the board of directors of the Golden 
Gate bridge. 
A letter to the board, signed by 
president Charles Merrill Jr., claim­ 
ed that Grah&ir's record, “does not 
qualify him as a representative of 
the people of Marin county. 
We 
submit that charges against him are 
sound and ask for his resignation.” 
The board, in other action affect­ 
ing the bridge, approved a recom­ 
mendation by Chairman Fred Bag­ 
shaw that State Senator Jack Mc­ 
Carthy and Assemblyman Richard 
McCollister introduce necessary leg­ 
islation to release the state from its 
obligation to lend the bridge district 
$5,000,000 for construction of a new 
northern approach. 
In a report to the board Bagshaw 
stated that the state highway com­ 
mission refuse» to consider building 
a new approach until the possibility 
of the state loan is destroyed. 
OBJECTIONS RESTATED 
The citizen’s council restated Its 
previous objections to Graham’s vot­ 
ing record on the board and sug­ 
gested that the proposal for public 
conference on the situation with the 
supervisors was now sound because 
of three developments: 
1—Graham’s position on the mat­ 
ter of full and early state control 
of the bridge. 
2—His recent approval of further 
attempts “to force the state divi­ 
sions of highways to spend, still 
against its better judgment,*9 $12,- 
000,000 for a duplicate northern ap­ 
proach. 
3—His current opposition to im­ 
proving the present northern ap­ 
proach, including the idea of add­ 
ing a third ascending lane to over­ 
come blockades by slow moving 
trucks. 
To these points, and to eight other 
citations of Graham’s alleged rec­ 
ord, Chairman Bagshaw said he be­ 
lieved that some were valid, but 
others “were not accurate.” 
The other objections were to Gra­ 
ham’s: 


Approval of “some $48,000” for the 
elaborate 
meeting room; 
seeking 
$5,000,000 of state funds for an­ 
other northern approach; approval 
of spending $25,000 for restudy of 
the approach after the state had 
presented several “good” but un­ 
deeded road designs; seeking $12,000,- 
000 for the northern approach de­ 
spite continued lack of need; ap­ 
proval of “exhorbitant” salary for 
Bridge Manager James Rickets; 
sanction of use of bridge vehicles 
for personal business; approval of 
discriminatory reduction 
of truck 
tolls; disregarding of commuter toll 
reductions until forced by public 
sentiment to me com that traffic a 
portion of the very large reduction 
given to trucks. 
“I have talked with Mr. Graham,” 
Bagshaw said, “and he has indicated 
his willingness to discuss these ques­ 
tions with the board.” 
However, the supervisors set no 
date or time for the meeting with 
Graham, though they indicated they 
were agreeable to it. 
Supervisors George WhReley sug­ 
gested a “vote* of confidence’* for 
Graham In order to inform the pub­ 
lic that the board was behind the 
director and approved of his actions. 
This suggestion met with a mix­ 
ed response: 
„ 
Bagshaw said he would not vote 
for or against such a resolution. 
Supervisor Robert Trumbull said 
the board showed their confidence 
in Graham by reappointing him. 
And Supervisor William Fussel- 
man said the “press” had staled that 
the board apparently showed its ap­ 
proval when it made the reappoint­ 
ment. 
“No public official is going to be 
100 per cent right in all his actions,” 
Whiteley said, “and I think we 
should stop this sniping at Mr. Gra­ 
ham.” 
Mrs. Ann Todd suggested that the 
Marin supervisors recommend the 
state acquisition of the bridge, Bag­ 
shaw replied that the board would 
act when it had bills before it, but 
not until then.

Supervisors Turn Deaf Ears To
